at Eastville, Va., 
could be re­ 
peated, 
some weird, wild 
tales of the 
ancient 
times would be told. For, it 
is asserted confidently, the prison is 
the oldest jail standing now in the 
United State. 
It 
was built by 
the 
early settlers about 1644, and was 
used fo r its original purpose until 
1719, when a new jail was construct­ 
ed. 
Persons who could not 
or would 
not pay their debts were imong those 
incarcerated in 
it until 
about 1700. 
Then the law concerning debtors was 
revised and reformed. 


On the steps of the quaint old p ris­ 
on slaves were sold at auction for 
prices that varied 
with their age, 
heighth and m uscularity. 
In the jail 
yard, inclosed by a brick wall, those 
condemned to death were 
executed, 
The jail was equipped with ducking 
pools, a pilory, a whipping postl ar d 
stocks, which in those rays inflicted 
puni-hm ent to fit the crime. 
But, that 
the health of the prisoners m ight be 
preserved, those who had not been 
convicted of treason or of a felor.y 
were perm itted 
to walk and exercise 
within 
certain 
bounds 
outside the 
prison, under heavy bonds for their 
pronipt return. 
N ortham pton County court records 
still preserved in the courthouse at 
Eastville are the oldest 
continuous 
court records in this country. 
They 
antedate even the construction of the 
Old 
D ebtors’ Prison, running back 
without a break, to 1632. 
The laws of 
those days were particularly severe 
o nshrews and scolds—women with 
unbridled tongues. 
In the records for Sept. 8, 1634, i 
found: 
“ A t this court Edward Drew pre 
ferred a petition against Joane Butler 
for ca'ling his wife a vile name and 
upon dew exam ination and the depori 
tions of John 
Halloway 
and Will 
Beasley who affirmeth the sam e on 
oath to be true that the sayd Joane 
Butler used these words. Upon dew 
exam ination it is thought fitt by thi 
board, that sayd Joane 
Butler doe 
acknowledge to her manifest wronge 
wherefore I desire before this con 
gregation that the sayd Marie Drew 
forgive me and also th a t this con 
gregation wil joyn and pray with me 
that God may forgive me.’’ 
The penalty provided by the court 
in case Joane should fail to retrai 
her rash statem ents as directed was

across 
K ing’s Creek (near Eastville) “at thi 
starne of a canew, from Kowpin to 
Kowpin.”

Legion of Honor on Abbe Rousseiot, 
a 70-year-okl white-haired 
Catholic 
priest, F ra m e has just made known 
the author of one of the greatest dis­ 
coveries of the war.

For. it 
is assert«*d confidently, the prison is 
th»* oldest jail standing now in th»* 
United State. 
It was built by 
th«1 
early settlers 
about 
1644. and 
was 
Used for its original 
purpose 
until 
1719, when a new jail was construct- 
»*d. 
Persons who could not 
or would 
not pay their »lehts were tm o n g those 
incarcerated in it until 
about 1700. 
Tlnm the law concerning debtors was 
revis»*«! and reform ed. 


On th«- steps of the quaint old pris- 
<*n slaves were sold at auction 'o r 
prices that 
varied 
with their age, 
heighth am! m uscularity. 
In the jail 
yanl. inclosed by a brick wall, those 
condemned to death were 
executed. 
The jail was equipped with ducking 
pools, a pilory. a whipping postl ar d 
stocks, which in those rays inflicted 
punishm ent t«> fit the crime. 
But, that 
the health of the prisoners m ight be 
preserved, those who had not been 
convicted of treason or of a felor.y 
were perm itted to walk and exercise 
within certain 
hounds 
outside 
the 
prison, under heavy bonds for their 
prom pt return. 
N ortham pton County court records 
still preserved in the courthouse at 
Eastviile are the ohlest 
continuous 
court records in this country. 
They 
antedate even the construction of the 
Old Debtors' Prison, running back, 
w ithout a break, to 1632. 
The laws of 
those days were particularly severe 
o nshrews and scolds—women with 
unbridled tongues. 
In th«* records for Sept. 8, 1634. is 
found: 
"A t this court Edward Drew pre­ 
ferred a petition against Joane Butler 
for calling his wife a vile nam e and 
upon dew exam ination and the depo*i- 
tions of John 
Halloway 
and 
Will 
Beasley who affirmeth the sam e on 
oath to be true that the sayd Joane 
Butler used these words. Upon «lew 
exam ination it is thought fltt by this 
board, that 
sayd Joane 
Butler «loe 
acknowledge to her manifest wronge, 
wherefore I desire before this con­ 
gregation that the sayd Marie Drew 
forgive me and also th at this con­ 
gregation wil joyn and pray with ire 
that God may forgive me.” 
The penalty provided by the court 
in ease Joane should fail to retract 
her rash statem ents as directed was 
th a t she 
should be drawn 
across 
K ing’s Creek (near Eastviile) “at th«* 
starne of a canew, from Kowpin to 
Kowpin.” 
.lane had veidently formed an un­ 
pleasant picture of being draw n across 
K ing’s Creek at the stern of a canoe 
from shore to shore, and had asked 
forgiveness of the woman she 
had 
slandered before the congregation. 
The court 
m aintained its dignity 
most strictly. 
A rath er disjointed en­ 
try on the records runs: 
"Jam es Davis is ordered to pay for 
sw earing at this cort: 
Upon the com­ 
plaint of Thomas Nute, agst. John 
Halloway who was arrested to answer 
at this cort at the suit of the sayd 
N ute and said Hallowav not appear- 
inge, it is therefore ordered that the 
sayd John Halloway for his contempt 
in not answ ering at the said suit, to 
lay neck and heels at the churchdoor 
on the next Sabbat and also to re- 
m ayne 
in 
this 
plantation *>f Acco­ 
mack until the next cort and there to 
answ er at the sayd suite Jam es Davis 
doth acknowledge to owe until souv 
raigne Lord King Charles 1« pound 
sterling of good and lawful monies 
of England.” 
The 
first 
sheriff of the 
Eastern 
Shore of Virginia was William Stone, 
son of (’apt. John Stone of Manga 
chlusetts, who received hi* appoint­ 
m ent from Lord Baltimore. 
He m ust 
have been a busy official. 
The fol­ 
lowing 
laws 
are 
quoted 
from 
the 
statu te books at 
Eastviile: 
“ October, 
1705— Queen Anne. 
‘If 
a slave shall 
steal

hog. m aster 
shal pay four hundrtxl pounds of to­ 
bacco arid 
m aster and owner shall 
pay and shall be satisfied again for 
sam e by service of the said servant, 
after the rate of one hundred and fifty 
pounds of tobacco for one m onth’s

cordingly 
and if any person or per­ 
sons shall the third offend, by stealing 
a hog, shoat or pig, he or she so of­ 
fending, shall be adjudged a felon, and 
shall suff'-r death as in th«1 case of 
f«*lony.”

In Forests. 


In view «>f the widespread interest 


in 
nature 
study. reflected 
in 
the 


grow ing num ber of people who 
are 


learning to identify birds and flowers, 


it is surprising that 
com paratively 
few have turrits! th«*ir attention 
to 
trees, especially 
since 
Pennsylvania 
is unusually rich in them and w inter 
offers no bar to the pursuit of this 
fascinating recreation. 
We have 
in 
this State, in addition to imported va­ 
rieties, 125 native species of trees and 
153 shrubs. 
Only persons who hav«1 
live«! in the N orthw est, where 
one 
finds nothing but monotonous stretch ­ 
es of spruce, fir, cedar and hemlock, 
with an 
occasional 
cottonwood 
or 
maple on th«- banks of the stream s, 
can appreciate n a tu re ’- 
bounty 
to 
Pennsylvania. 
The richness «»f our f«>rest fl«>ra is 
due to the geographic and climatic 
position of the State. 
Here North 
m eets South and the Mississippi bas­ 
in joins hands with the m a st region. 
In consequence, sp«?cies peculiar 
to 
all of these sections are f«jund. 
In 
W estern Pennsylvania and the south­ 
western part of the State, our forests 
are composed mostly of 
hardwood*, 
while in the central, northern 
an«l 
mountainous parts conifers are prom i­ 
nent. 
All our native trees in 
the 
sum m er bear green leaves, which in 
the deciduous species change at thi* 
season of the year to brilliant colors

The flowers and insects and most of 
the birds disappear in cold w«*athir, 
hut the pasage of th«1 foliage do«** 
not prevent study of tre«*; on tn* 
contrary, the disappearance of 
th« 
leaf canopy gives a better opportunity 
to examine them with 
reference to 
their form, branching and bark. Birds 
and insects are elusive ami 
th«* life 
of flowers is brief. 
Trees we have 
with us always, and on«- does not re­ 
quire binoculars, nets or microscopes 
to study them. 
Yet how few are the nature stu ­ 
dents who can identify a score of 
trees by their leaves, much less by 
their bark. 
How few appreciate th«* 
beauty of forest tre«* blossoms 
or 
have learned the curious divergence 
of twigs, buds and leaf-scars. 
How 
few have availed themselves of the 
opportunity to make such discoveries 
as that the wild black cherry is th«1 
first forest tree to begin its height 
growth in the spring and that by the 
first of August 
th«* norm al height 
growth of all the forest trees of Penn­ 
sylvania has, as a rule, ceased. How 
few know that the chinquapin, which 
in N orthern Pennslyvania reaches a 
maximum height of 10 feet, 
is 
50 
feet high in Southern A rkansas; that 
a white oak has been found in 
this 
S tate 31 feet in circumference, with 
a spread of branches of 104 feet ami 
an estim ated height of 71 feet; that 
th«* tree which extends its roots into 
the crevices of sewers ami blocks the 
flow of w ater in pijn-s, and which for 
that reason never should be grown 
in cities, is the Carolina poplar. Do 
not these hints offer a suggestion as 
to the vast am ount of interesting <nd 
valuable inform ation which can 
t*«* 
gained from a study of trees?- P itts­ 
burg Post.

At the annual 
meeting

Southeast Miasouri A gricultural Bu­ 
reau a t Sikeaton last Friday. District 
Engineer M. S. Murray road a report 
of m ad building in this district. 
It 
shows that only one other district in 
Missouri is spending more money on 
roads, ami the district that leads em ­ 
braces both Kansas City and 
St. 
Jo'Cph, so it is not fair to com pare a 
district with two large cities in it 
with a rural section. 
F.liminating the district referred to, 
tin* Southeast 
Missouri district 
is 
spending more money on roads than 
any other district in the state and 
this activity is surprising even 
to 
th«*se citizens of thi<* district who try 
to keep up with general development 
work. 
Engineer M urray’s report was 
as 
follows: 
Relative to road work in Division 
No. (5 of the State Highway D epart­ 
ment, this division covering 18 coun­ 
ties in Southeast Missouri, extending 
from Ste. Genevieve county to the 
Arkansas line and from Mississippi 
river to and including Shannon and 
Oregon counties. 
There is no doubt 
that this division is the most active 
in financing of road projects in the 
state.

Out of a total in the state of $23,- 
000,000. or more than one-fourth of 
the entire local bonded indebtedness, 
we have submitted to the State H igh­ 
way D epartm ent a total of 23 pro­ 
jects having an estimated value of $4.- 
108.821.60 and stand sceond in the 
divisions of the state for value of pro­ 
jects submitted. 
The 
district out­ 
ranking us is Division No. 1, includ­ 
ing Kansas City and St. Joseph, hav­ 
ing a value of projects of $5,162,000. 
The different activities in the road 
building in this district are as fol­ 
lows: 
Wayne county, the state has m atch­ 
ed 50-50 on 52 miles of state road 
on which has been spent about $15o,- 
000 and a project will be let on De­ 
cember 17 of federal aid. the value 
of which is estimated at $184,000. 
C arter county has built 37 miles of 
well graded road at a cost of $120,000 
Reynolds county has completed 27 
miles of road at a cost of $90,000. 
Mississippi county has under con­ 
tract 15 miles of high type concrete 
road at a cost of $561,000. 
Of this 
road, five miles are completed and 
the contractor is using the most m .d- 
ern equipment in the state. 
Scott county has contracts let for 
27 miles of road at a cost of $189,- 
000. 
W’ork is progressing slowly on 
this as it was entirely a pre-war con­ 
tract and the contractor has been a» 
a great disadvantage in getting la- 
l>or and material. 
However, the work 
between Benton and Kelso will com­ 
pare favorably with any grading and 
culvert work in Missouri or any other 
-date.

Madrid county has contracts 
for 20 miles of Kingshighway at a 
cost of $172,000, on which work 
is 
progressing between New Madrid and 
Sikeston. 
We have contracted for a 
road between New Madrid and Malden 
for the grading and clearing at a cost 
of $90,000. 
From New Madrid 
to 
Portageville, plans have been prepar­ 
ed but contract failed to be let. 
Butler county has plans prepared 
and work to the value of $200,000 is 
ready for letting. 
Madison 
and 
Bollinger 
counties 
have plans about complete and final 
details for financing are now in pro­ 
gress. 
Dunklin county has 8 miles of road 
work under contract, value of which 
is $100,000, and detail plans arc ready 
for letting $200,000 more. 
Stoddard County has 
plans com­ 
plete for the grading and bridges of 
the Fast and W’est road and neces­ 
sary details for final financing 
are 
now in progress. 
Ripley County ha> a contract 
for 
14.4 miles 
under construction 
for 
value of $60,000. 
Plans are prepared 
for 20 miies more. 
Cape Girardeau 
county 
has ii1-» 
miles of concrete road 
under con­ 
struction at a cost of $102,000. 
Pemiscot county has participated in 
the building of a road between Hayti 
and Kennett which will be completed 
in about a week, the cost of which 
will be in the neighborhood of $40,- 


000. 
Plans are being prepared in other 
counties uf this District to take ad­ 
vantage of the money due to each 
county under the Morgan-McCullough 
law alloting $1200 per mile to each 
mile of state road.

By means of Abbe Rousselot’s <lis- 
covery, French artillerym en were able 
at all times to locat«* every enemy 
gun that was firing against them anil 
to start themselves a counter-battery 
fire that in the end could be counted 
on to put the enemy's gun or batterv 
out of business. 
This science was in turn communi 
cate«! by th«* French to the allies and

Southern hogs will command prices as 
high as those paid for hogs from the 
corn belt if they ar< properly fed ami 
handled. 
N early 6000 hogs from 
a 
single owner in Mississippi have been 
received at the National St«»ck Yards, 
Illinois, within the past few months 
and all were firm, finished porkers, 
which soi«l well in line with the best 
that came from other sections ««f the 
country. 
A 
representative 
of 
the 
Bureau «if M arkets made some in 
quiries into the 
m anner 
in which 
these hogs were fed. 
He discovered 
that the same owner has feeding pens 
in Iowa as well as in Mississippi, ami 
that he bought his young pigs an I 
fed them mixed grain ration in con­ 
nection with corn and tankage. 
Ail 
the animals showed intensive feeding 
and 
weight«! 250 
pounds or 
over 
when they arrived at the m arket. 
It would be especially advantageous 
to the southern farm er to study the 
use of wvll-balanced 
grain 
rations 
and the com plem entary adaptation of 
p e a n u ts and velvet beans, which can 
be grown so abundantly in that sec­ 
tion. 
Twelve craloads of hogs were re­ 
ceived from a single Tennessee owner 
at the sann* stockyards. 
These a n ­ 
imals were of a distinctly southern 
type, 
says the Bureau «>f M arkets 
representative, but 
they were 
well 
finished on corn, and sol«l readily at 
the top of the m arket, despite the 
fact that they came from the so-call­ 
ed ‘«loubtful territory.” 
The owner 
received a check for $72,417, the la rg ­ 
est ever paid to a patron of 
that 
m arket for a single shipment.
